T he Board of City T rustees m et in regular 
session yesterday m orning, all the m em bers 
present. 
T he first business was the con­ 
sideration of th e franchises for the street 
railw ays asked for by R. S. and G. W . 
Carey. These charters are extensions to 
the lines in operation at this tim e and 
covertl^efollow ingstreets: N ineteenth.from

to T w enty-eighth;

T w entieth to Tw enty-eighth. 
V. 8. M cClatchy was th e only m an to 
come forw ard and oppose this extension of 
the lines now in operation. 
H e claim ed 
he was in favor of extensions, but w anted 
the m en to whom the franchises were given 
tied up and under bonds to com m ence the 
work w ithin a certain num ber of days, to 
com plete it in so m any m onths, and then 
to operate it by so m any car-trips a day, or 
to forfeit all their rights. 
The City A ttorney tiled his w ritten re­ 
port th at the 
ordinances granting the 
franchises were draw n in com pliance w ith 
the statute. 
H e suggested a few additions, 
w hich were added, and the ordinances 
were th en passed, notw ithstanding Mr. 
M cClatchy’s speech of about an h o u r in 
opposition to it. T he Board believed they 
knew w hat was right in the premises. 
They were in favor of boom ing the town, 
and i 13 w illing to grant m en tranchises to 
b aildroads who m ean business.

WORKING GiRLS’ FUN. 


ESJOYING THKMSELYES AT NEW 
YORK CITY’S FREE BATHS. 


H ow T hey C om pare in P h y siq u e 
w ith T h eir M ore F a sh io n a b le 
S isters—A G irl's A ntics. 


In lie period of excessive heat, which 
has killed oft' children by the dozen, melted 
the courage of the bravest, wilted the en­ 
thusiasm of the most energetic and driven 
men to blowing out their alleg^i brains 
from mere discomfort, the city’s free baths 
have been the best patronized institutions 
in town. 
It has lain in the line of my 
duty and pleasure to sec several of them 
the past week, and the sight has been one 
of considerable interest. 
For one thing 1 
have learned that, physically, the working 
girl compares very favorable with her 
luckier sisters who kick up their aristo­ 
cratic little heels in the surf that tumbles 
upon expensive and fashionable beaches. 
T his Ls not apparent at first, because when 
the working girl comes stepping out of the 
dressing-room ready for the bath her 
smooth outlines are not defined by the 
trim snugness of jersey-cloth and silk hose 
cut to artfully display while pretending 
to conceal feminine symmetry. 
N o ; she 
usually wears some dingy old flannel bag 
rented from the tenant and too big for 
her, or else a cast-off garment of her own 
almost too shrunken .and tattered for 
decency. 
Some queer combinations one sees. One 
red-haired girl, whose bare ankles were 
white as milk, had on as a bathing gar­ 
ment a frayed red flannel petticoat and an 
old silk basque. 
Another wore what had 
once been a blue nun’s veiling wrapper, 
which was all the better for a bath. 
A 
third was still more unique and original 
in a calico M other Hubbard for a tunic 
and her younger brother’s trousers. 
The 
effect of this last was stunning, and the 
wearer of it paddled about in the cool salt 
water with the lofty expression of one « ho 
had surmounted the stern barriers of un­ 
toward circumstance by the might of their 
own unaided intellect. 
Some of the girls, 
however, can afford 
cheap but pretty 
bathing suits, and these are usually the 
ones who swim and cannot aflbrd to have 
their movements hampered with clinging 
garments. 
Many of them swim uncom­ 
monly well, and are fond of showing it off 
in the water. 
I t’s a pretty sight to see 
all the wet faces, rosy with the sharp kiss 
of salt water, turned upward, laughing and 
shouting to those on the edge, and the 
maze of round limbs confused together. 
For, as I said, many of these girls, more 
than one would imagine, thinking of the 
half-nourished lives most of them have 
led, are extremely well formed. 
When the water melts down the crude 
lines of their ill fitting garments it is dis­ 
coverable that the upper classes do not 
monopolize feminine symmetry. 
But as a 
rule all these girls have bad feet, with the 
joints twisted out of place and the whole 
foot and its five toes the most misshapen 
and distorted thing you can well imagine. 
T his is the result, I fancy, of the bad shoes 
they wear, too short and with ill-fitting 
lining and wretched heels. There is noth­ 
ing a woman’s status can l>e so clearly 
luarked by as the style of shoe she has on 
and the straightness of her foot. 
In spite 
of their crippled and malformed i>edals 
these women splash there with great pleas­ 
ure and freedom and play endless practical 
jokes on each other. Their favorite amuse­ 
ment seemed to be to smack the water sud­ 
denly with the palm of the open hand, 
immediately in front of a woman who was 
talking and which filled her mouth and 
eyes full of water. 
A pretty little shop 
girl, with a dimple in her chin, who was a 
daring and beautiful swimmer, found her 
chief amusement in going up and sitting 
on the rail and then letting herself tumble 
over backward into the water. 
Every 
time she came down with a great splash 
the other women remonstrated, but to no 
purpose. 
Finally one of them sauntered up there 
and sat down, to rest, apparently. 
Just as 
the offender threw herself backward this 
woman caught her by the foot and held 
her thus doubled backward over the rail. 
It was the greatest wonder she didn’t snap 
her spine like a pipe stem. 
She didn’t, 
but she squalled like nothing so much as a 
cat hung over a line and tied to the tail of 
another cat. 
The attendant came to the 
rescue, the pair of them tumbled into the 
water out of her reach, and a feminine na­ 
val battle ensued. They pinched and 
scratched, tripped each other up, pulled 
hair and lashed the whole bath into such 
a foam that a policeman was summoned, 
who ordered them both out of the bath 
and threatened to arrest them. 
No one 
can even fully realize the meaning of 
“ madder than a wet hen,” who has not 
seen two such belligerent females emerge 
from a watery encounter. 
The honors of 
the day appeared to rest with the dimple 
chin, who vowed she would come back 
next day and tumble backwards into the 
bath 450 times. 
Such troubles are rare, I 
believe.—New York Cor. Brooklyn Eagle.

this history of life to the total history of 
(he globe, which has required 300,000,000 
years for the earth to solidify, while its 
exterior tem perature was descending to 
200° ? And how many millions shall we 
need to add, to represent the time which 
has elapsed between the temperature of 
200° and that of 70°, the probable m axi­ 
mum of organic life?

worlds opens to ub in the order of "time 
horizons as immense as those which open 
to us in the order of space; it causes us 
to think of eternity as we think of the 
infinite.

W hy, then, should the 
children in the elementary schools, the 
sons and daughters of those who contrib­ 
ute to swell the contents of the public 
treasury, be less expert workmen and 
worse educated than those miserable crea­ 
tures who till our institutions of public 


charity ? 
Does not this seem a grave so-1 
c'.al injustice?

“ How shall we provide tools? you will 
ask. 
How 6hall we fit up the workshop ? 
W here shall we find teachers to instruct in 
the various mechanical arts, if we have no 
pecuniary assistance?

point where the boys and girls wished fur­ 
ther instruction, a manual training club 
might be formed, whose dues would pay for 
the services of a competent instructor for 
two hours each week. 
When parents are 
roused to the imj>ortanee of this training, 
the battle will be won, and means devised 
to introduce manual training. 


T h e E th ic s ot H o gging. 
Hugging is a comparatively modern in­ 
stitution. 
Our ancestors never hugged. 
They calmly and 
demurely embraced. 
There’s a big difference between a hug and 
an embrace. The hug is an earnest, quick 
impetuous contraction of the muscles of 
the arms and chest when the object to be 
hugged lies within the circle hounded by 
the arms, while the chest is the goal or 
final point of the hug. The warmth of the 
hug is determined by the extent of the 
muscular contraction. 
But the hug is not 
as anatomists assert, terminated when the 
object is brought in contact with the chest. 
On the contrary, the sweeping in is but the 
shell of the operation. 
The kernel is 
reached when the space between the hug­ 
ger and huggpe is annihilated, and the 
blade of a knife could scarcely be inserted 
between both surfaces. 
This is, perha[«, 
the most dangerous stage of the operation. 
A pound, nay, a few ounces, of extra press­ 
ure, may result, if not in the displacement 
of a rib, at least in the bursting of a cor- 
set-string, with the almost inevitable de­ 
struction of bangs, 
montagues, waves, 
pufis, and such like headgear. The release, 
if not skillfully managed, is also attended 
with danger, and should be as gradual as 
the elementary pressure. 
Expressions of anguish on the part of i 
the liuggee may, as a rule, be regarded as ' 
hypocritical, and should have no effect in 
inducing the hugger to diminish the pres­ 
sure. 
In like manner all danger signals 
in regard to the arrival of a third party- 
party on the scene should be investigated 
by the party of the first part before re­ 
ceiving the attention the genuine arrival 
of a parent or guardian might command. 
This may be done by a quick glance over 
the shoulder, and this lapid change of the 
direction of the head may be accomplished 
by a little practice, without making any 
relaxation of pressure necessary.

Many of the ancient wells were of great 
depth. 
The wells of Cabul are from 300 
feet tg 350 feet deep, and many of them 
are but three feet in diameter. 
The fam­ 
ous well at Tyre is said to Ire 630 fathoms 
in depth. Jacob’s well at Samaria is 105 
feet deep and nine feet diameter. The well 
Zem-Zoin, at Mecca, is 210 feet deep, and 
that of Jacob’s at Cairo, 300 feet deep. 
The well of Joseph is a tine example of 
the skill and Iroldness of design of the 
well-sinker. 
Although called after Joseph 
by the Arabs, it is by no means of so an­ 
cient a date as the name would imply, for 
the well was probably sunk about 700 or 
SG0 years ago, but by whom Ls a disputed 
point, some attributing it Ur a vizier of 
the name of Joseph, others to Saladin, the 
intrepid defender of his eouritrv, whose 
name was Yussef (Joseph). 
The well con­ 
sists of two shafts, one above the other but 
not in the same vertical line. 
The upper 
shaft is an oblong excavation 24 by IS feet, 
W hen ! and 165 feet deep, descending into a large 
' 
1 and capacious chamber, in the floor of 
which is constructed a basin or reservoir 
for containing water that is raised from 
the lower shaft. 
In this chamber a lower 
shaft is sunk, which is an excavation 15 
by 9 feet, and 130 feet deep. 
Round the 
upper shaft^a spiral passage 6 feet 4 inches 
wide and 7 feet 2 inches high is out, 
separated from the well by a partition wall 
of the solid rock, only six inches in thick­ 
ness, through which loopholes are pierced 
for lighting the passage. 
This passage is 
made use of by parties w ho draw water, 
and also for the descent of mules or other 
animals th at are employed in the large 
chamber below, to give motion to a system 
of chain pots by which the water Ls raised 
from the lower shaft and ¡loured into the 
basin in the chamber. 
There is also a 
spiral passage round the lower shaft, but it 
is not inclosed from the well, as in the 
ease of the passage round the upper shaft. 
The water of this well Is procured from a 
bed of gravel, after penetrating the strata 
to the depth before mentioned. 
Wells are 
common in Greece, and in the olden times 
of its classic glory were the places of pub­ 
lic resort. 
Just as in modem times tnen 
congregate at their clubs and such like 
places, so did the sage Athenians meet to­ 
gether at their wells, and at them orators 
declaimed, and music and the dance lent 
their charm to make them places of pleas­ 
ure and amusement.

For the manufacture of loom shuttles 
boxwood has hitherto been largely used, 
but the price has almost become prohibi­ 
tive, and it has been found that by the 
compression of cheaper classes of wood a 
substitute meeting all requirements can be 
obtained. 
For tarrying out this process 
Sir Joseph W hitw orth & Co., of Manches­ 
ter. England, have recently completed a 
powerful hydraulic press to be used in com­ 
pressing wood for loom shuttles. 
This 
ress consists of a strong cast-iron top and 
attorn, with four steel columns and steel 
cylinder, fitting into a die, and a pressure 
of fourteen tons jier square inch is applied. 
The top pressure block, which fits the die, 
is then rem oved, a n d th e small ram rising 
pushes th e wood out at the top of the die. 
T h e wood thus tre a te d Is m ade very dense 
and uniform , and so close-grained that it is 
capable o f ta k in g a very high finish. 
For 
th e m an u factu re o f shuttles it has been 
found as good as boxw ood, and there is no 
d o u b t th a t a sim ilar procesa might be ap ­ 
p lied w ith ad v an tag e to other b ran ch es of 
in d u stry w here ex p en siv e hardw oods have 
now to l>e used.— London Engnirer.

THE sp y OF THE SHENANDOAH 


D o a tb o f tlie M an fo r W h o m M o«by F o u g h t 
a D u el w ith L ie u te n a n t L ee. 
Fajilon Worsley. '‘the Union Spy of 
the Shenandoah,7’ aied at hi* home at Fos­ 
terbrook, N. Y., August 3d, aged 67 years. 
Beginning life a* a fancy goods m erchant 
in Mashachusetta, at the opening of the war 
of the rebellion he raised a eompanv of the 
Fourteenth Massachusetts Heavy Artillery. 
He was «oon afterward employed by (fen. 
B. F. Butler, in the name of the U nited 
States, to go into the British Provinces to 
look into the system of the blockade-run­ 
ning then in vogue. 
H e wa* successful in 
the mission, for General 
C. Augur, in his 
report of August 25, 1865, says tliat it was 
through.the instrtunentality of Mr. Wors- 
ley that the extensive system of bloehade- 
ruumug from Baltimore and W ashington 
was broken up. 
After returning from this trip Worslev 
werA out as a spy upon Moehy, Under orders 
from General Augur, though n o tuutil he 
had returned to Boston and married Helen 
Isabel Francis, who survives him. Accom­ 
panied by his young wife Worsley set out 
ostensibly upon a peddling trip through 
Virginia. 
His real object was soon sus­ 
pected by M. why, and a spy was placed 
upon Ins track 
The spy was a handsome 
young lady, who was to be conducted to 
’’ Mbington by Worslev. 
The Union spy 
was too smart to be caught, and instead of 
using his pass through the Union lines, he 
conducted the lady through swamps and 
by-roads until she became disgusted with 
the trip, and she returned to Mosby con­ 
vinced of the loyalty of Worsley. 
Me shy 
was uou however, convinced, and at one 
time placed a pistol at Worsley t head, 
threatening to blow his hrains out. 
The 
young lady interceded and Worsley’s lift 
was saved. 
Afterward .Mosby became his 
firm friend, fighting a duel with a nephew 
oi General Lee because Lieutenant Lee 
bad set a guard upon Worsley and had 
condemned him as a spy. 
On two occasions Worsley furnished in­ 
formation by which the Federal forces were 
enabled to surround the house in which 
Mosby was quartered, hut the dashing 
rebel cut his way out and e*seaped. 
< hi 
several occasions he got information of in­ 
tended raids upon W ashington in tim e to 
allow the authorities to mass their forces 
and save the capital. 
A t the time of the 
assassination of President Lincoln Worsley 
received command of a squad of detectives, 
and when Booth was killed he retired to 
private life. 
For tiie last ten years he has 
run a park restaurant in the; Bradford oil 
field. 
♦­ 
Ita ly an ti th e P o p e . 
Iveecnt declarations proceeding from the 
Vatican, more especially the letter ad­ 
dressed by the Poi>e to Cardinal Kampolla, 
are attracting great attention in Austria. 
Of this letter, Mousignor G&limberti, the 
Papal Nuncio in this capital, at an inter­ 
view th at took place yesterday, made the 
following rem arks: “ The Pope,” he said, 
“ does not want anything from Italy but 
the recognition of his real living inde­ 
pendence. 
But such a recognition is im ­ 
possible without hie territorial sovereignty. 
By such a concession the natioual unity of 
Italy would not be iniurcd,” continued M. 
t ralimberti, “ because the Pope, n« a secu­ 
lar sovereign, will undoubtedly he an Ital­ 
ian Prince. 
.Moreover, how would it be 
ptttiible for the small aud powerless terri­ 
tory ruled by the Pope to injure the : 
Kinguom of Italy ? 
Ou 
the contrary, 
Italy, on the whole, could not fail to be 
benefited both at home and abroad by the 
restoration of the secular power of the 
Pojip. 
In A&ÍSri fir ¿n.ftaece, as well as 
itl t)ti>0r countries beyond the 6Pas, there 
would be a whole army of missionaries at 
the service of Italy. 
An understanding 
with the Pope would strengthen not only 
Italy, but also her allies.

Tiiose and other questions of 
detail have still to be settled.” 
Speaking of Austria, the Nuncio em­ 
phatically denied that there was any in­ 
tention to introduce the Slav Liturgy 
amoug the Austrian Slavs. 
The Pope, he 
added, acknowledges the noble qualities of 
the Enqieror, Francis Joseph, with' whom

At the recent controversy between 
the Hungarian Government and the Holy 
See regarding the transfer of Bishops, the 
Nuncio acknowledged the Emperor’s right 
in the matter.

V atican and tlie Quirinal is, beyond ques­ 
tion, a thing to be desired; but, for the 
present, it is impossible to see how that 
object is to Ik: practically attained if the 
programme laid down by Pope Leo is to

A N ew ilo o tm a k in g S y stem , 
A new system of bootmaking has beer, 
perfected in which the method of securing 
the soles, uppers, and insoles together Ls 
the exact reverse of the ordinary whole­ 
sale system. 
In the latter the uppers are 
at'ached to the insoles by small tacks, the 
points of which in time protrude into the 
wearer’s feet, besides which their use is ac- 
<x>mpanied by other disadvantages. 
The 
sole is then scored or channelled round to 
receive the stitching, by which it is of 
course weaken»*! and the water-resisting 
power greatly reduced. In the “ Ab Intra ” 
system the tacks are deftly put into the 
insole by a handy machine, the flat heads 
of the nails being flush with the surface of 
the insole and towards the wearer’s feet. 
The insole is then placed on the last with 
the points upwards, and the upper is 
pulled over them and made fast ty means 
of a hollow tool, with which the operator 
jiasses down the leather over the point of 
each nail. 
The sole is then placed over 
the protruding points of the nails and 
hammered down, a few smart blows serv­ 
ing to secure the sole to the upper and in­ 
sole. 
So perfectly are the throe united 
that it m iuires tools aud great force to 
separate them. 
The secret of this greet 
cohesive p»>wer lies in the form of the nail, 
which has a shoulder near its point, and in 
section resembles an open harpoon. Hence, 
when driven into leather, the latter clones 
over the shoulder of the nail au»l defies all 
but the most severe efforts to extract it. 
After the sole has been secured the boot is 
finished in the usual way, the time occu­ 
pied in fixing the sole being about half 
that required in the ordinary' machine- 
boot process. 
The value of the system is 
strongly attested by practical boot manu­ 
facturers, and it appears likely to effect a 
market! change in the condition of the 
wholesale boot 
manufacturing 
trade.—

The g rad ees herein nam ed shall 
pay and he assessed for the cost of improving 
the portion of the street or streets em braced be­ 
tween th e rails of the track or tracks of their 
railroad or railway and for two feet on each side 
thereof; aod such assessment shall be a lien 
agaiu?t the franchise and railroad of said grant­ 
ee® from the date of such a?sesFment, and may 
be collected in the same m anner as other assess­ 
m ents for improving streets are collected ; and 
Hftid grantees shall keep said portiou of said 
street or streets constantly in repair, and flush 
w ith the street with good crossing*. 
S ection 7. If electricity is used no poles shall 
be erected in the streets by said parties for tho 
use thereof. 
Section 8. This ordinance shall take effect 
immediately.

1’liotography W ithout a Camera. 
I11 connection with the subject of photo­ 
graphy by the aid of a camera, the Art 
Amateur prints an article on photography 
without ¡1 camera, by which interesting 
albums of prints, leaves, flowers, laces and 
similar flat objects may be made. The first 
proceeding is to take a sheet of sensitized 
blue paper and lay it upon a piece of glass. 
Then place the leal or ether object upon 
the paper and put over it another piece of 
glass, and fasten the two together with a 
common spring clothespin at each corner. 
Expose the plates so arranged, leaf side up, 
to the sun’s rays. 
The paper will at once 
begin to darken, and in five or ten minutes 
will be entirely black, except that part 
covered by the leaf. 
If the plates be now 
taken into a dark room and separated the 
image of the leaf, with all its duplicate 
veinings, will be found upon the paper, 
white with a dark background. 
If a few 
thickness of soft paper or velvet be put 
between the paper and the under glass the 
paper will be pressed in closer contact with 
the inequalities of the leaf or other nega­ 
tive. 
• 
A small printing frame will enable the 
experimenter to examine the work and 
tell when the print shall have been suffi­ 
ciently cx[>osed. 
The exposure should 
continue until the image shall be darker 
than desired to be when finished, as the 
after-processes will weaken the color. Keep 
the prints in the dark until ready for the 
toning-bath. The use of blue sensitized 
paper will avoid the risk of soiled fingers 
and soiled garments, which can hardly be 
avoided in using the nitrate of silver 
paper. 
Both are used in the same way 
and produce the same effects. This prom­ 
ises to be a delightful summer pastime for 
the boys and girls, who will find them­ 
selves unconsciously studying the structure 
of leaves and flowers, to their manifest ad­ 
vantage, while the albums thus made can­ 
not fail to prove a winter-day satisfaction. 


V a lu e o f F r u it from O ne A cre.— 
P. M. Augur, State Pomologist of Con­ 
necticut, in answer to the inquiry how he 
had obtained $1,200 worth of strawberries 
from an acre, says; 
1. Use only such va­ 
rieties as will respond to generous treat­ 
ment. 
2. Plant, early in July, such as by 
feeding will give a pint and a half of ber­ 
ries to the plant. 
3. Apply and mix thor­ 
oughly with the soil 100 tons of best horse 
manure. 
4. Set the plants in rows, two 
feet by one and a half, and nip all runners. 
5. Hoe, up to freezing, and then mulch 
until the ground ceases to freeze in the 
night in the spring, and remulch when the 
fruit is half grown. 
6. Allow plants to 
fruit but once; and, 7. Get stock plants 
from those not allowed to fruit.

conditions as to the two sets of rates are 
iisoimilar. 
Under these claims they aver 
that the law docs not reach their case. 
Moreover they insist that the rates to the 
iocai points are reasonable.

In a review of Mr. O liphant’s book, 
“ H aifa; or Life in Modem Palestine," 
the London Times savs:

projects, one of them plausible and practi­ 
cable, the other very much in the air. The 
first is the ürreat Palestine Railway, which 
has been surveyed from Haifa aa far as the 
Jordan. 
The concession i- held hy a knot 
of gentlemen, seme of them Moslems, 
others Christians, hut all subjects of the 
Porte. 
His opinion is that it is 1 a real, 
bona fide enterprise, and one which is 
likely to become a large source of profit, 
*

* 
for it will tap one of the richest 
grain-producing districts of the East.' The 
surveyors see no serious engineering diffi­ 
culties. 
It cross.» the Kishou by a 60-foot 
bridge, it runs smoothly over the wide 
plains of Ksdraelon, and there will be a 
station, or rather a junction, for Nazareth. 
The Jordan Valiev Canal is a more am­ 
bitious scheme, nor do the estimates appear 
to lie so absolutely reliable as to tempt the 
cautions investor.

sterling, 
while 
unfriendly pessimists carry them so high 
as £22-3,000,000. 
‘The whole length of the 
canal would be 2-30 miles, of which, how­ 
ever, only about 120 would be actual cut­ 
ting, but cutting of a nature unparalleled 
in the history of engineering.' 
The idea 
is to flood deep depressions of the Jordan 
Valley with the waters of the M editerra­ 
nean and to connect the Dead Sea with 
the head of the Red Sea at Akaba. 
It is 
hardly necessary to speculate on the prob­ 
able traffic, for, setting financial hitches 
aside, the sentimental and political difficul­ 
ties would seem to be insurmountable. 
The canal would swamp the Lake of Tiber­ 
ius, and sink the scenes of the Savior's G al­ 
ilean ministrations 500 feet beneath sea 
level. 
By making English influence pre­ 
dominate in Palestine it would provoke 
the opposition of France and R ussia; and 
if it should really prove an engineering 
success it would ruin the Suez Canal and 
the shareholders. 
As for the Sultan, he 
might possibly lie tempted by the sums of 
ready money which he would receive in 
exchange 
for 
submerged 
territory. 
But, 
on 
the other hand, 
he 
would 
have 
to 
resign 
himself 
to 
part 
with another province, since Palestine 
would be virtually annexed hy the Eng­ 
lish. 
Jericho would be submerged with 
other places, and that wonld bo a pity, for, 
according to Mr. Oliphant, there is "a fair 
prospect of the ‘City of Palm T rees' ris­ 
ing into reputation as a winter watering 
place. Aristocratic Russian pilgrims bound 
to bathe in the Jordan have taken it under 
their patronage; venr comfortable quart­ 
ers are already to be found in a large build­ 
ing erected for their special accommoda­ 
tion ; and for those who prefer a quieter 
and more domestic life, clusters of neat 
little cottage ornees have been run up. 
Jericho may he dull, but it has its recom­ 
mendations. 
‘There is a peculiar softness 
and balininess in the air not to be found 
elsewhere in the world, for there is no 
other place in the world 1,100 feet below 
the sea line.' 
For the friends of the in­

□ nlil he is in a great rage. 
This is done 
by passing a switch over his body from his 
head to his tail. 
W hen he thrashes the 
ground with his hody, and his eyes grow 
bright and sparkle like diamonds, we kill 
a deer, antelope, or some other small ani­ 
mal, and, tearing out the liver, throw it to 
the snake while it is warm and the blood 
is still coursing through it. 
The reptile 
will strike it again and again, and pretty 
soon it will turn black. 
W hen he tires the 
snake is teased again, and he is induced to 
sink his fangs into the soft flesh until all 
the poison has been extracted from him 
aud the liver is reeking with it. 
H e is 
then killed and the liver lifted w ith a 
sharp pole, for so dangerous is it no one 
dares to touch it. 
The liver is let lie for 
about an hour, when it will be je t black 
and emit a sour smell. 
Arrows are then 
brought and their iron heads pushed into 
the liver up to the shaft. 
They are left 
sticking there for about an hour and a half, 
when they are withdiawn and dritd iu the 
sun. 
A thin, glistening yellow scum ad­ 
heres to the arrow, and if it so much as 
touches raw flesh it is certain to poison it 
to death.” 
I asked if Indians still used poisoned ar­ 
rows. _ “ No,” he replied; “ no man, Indian 
or white man, for years past has bsen shot 
w ith these arrows, and they are no longer 
made."— Omaha Republican.

We take it for granted th at the man who 
will do only twenty dollars worth of work 
a week, because his salary is but twenty 
dollars, will never get more than twenty 
dollars a week, for the simple reason that 
he has never shown his employer that he 
is worth more. 
We figure it that an em- 
ploj e who means to succeed lias to do from 
ten to twenty per cent, more work than he 
gets actual pay for. 
This he has to do un­ 
til he reaches a certain point, arid, having 
reached the j>oint, he will find that by as 
much as his income has increased, by so 
much has the demand for amount and in­ 
tensity of his labor diminished. To put 
this theory into figures, we will say that a 
boy, receiving three dollars a week, should 
do four dollars worth of works; 
the boy 
receiving five dollars a week should do 
seven dollars worth of work ; when begets 
to lie a man and receives twenty dollars a 
week, he should do thirty dollars worth of 
work; 
a man receiving thirty dollars 
should do forty dollars worth of work, and 
so until, say, the salary reaches seventy- 
five dollars, and then the laborer can give 
himself somewhat of a rest—that is to say, 
about fifty dollars worth of work will 
satisfy his emplover. 
Labor brings its 
market v alue, and is seldom overpaid, oft- 
ener underpaid. 
It is the experience— 
“ Know How,” that brings the money.—

Third Owing to the sim plicity of the ma 
cliinery ami apparatus used to operate a road 
by electricity, accidents are not likely to hap­ 
pen and the probability of tbe m achinery be­ 
coming out of repair is very small.
